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County helps city 
make money 


The City of Beattyville, strapped for 
revenue for several years, has found a 
new way to make money. The city and 
the Lee County Fiscal Court have agreed 
to have the city attach county solid waste 
bills onto city water bills. 

The city reaches most of the county 
with its water service, and so the thinking 
is that by having the county garbage bill 
on the water bill payment is more likely 
to occur. 

That way the county wins, and the city 
wins because it will be paid .50 cents for 
each bill. It is estimated that between 
2,300 to 2,400 county garbage bills go 
out each month. 

The subject was discussed Monday 
night during the council’s regular month¬ 
ly meeting. 

The council agreed to have a budget 


working session on Thursday, May 24 
at 6 p. m. 

Mayor John Smith said, “I feel much, 
much better about this budget. I think 
it’s more accurate.” 

He said that the city is looking at 
a possible $20,000 increase in payroll 
taxes, and $6,500 from coal and mineral 
taxes. 

However, he said that health insurance 
is going up. 

The mayor, Council Member Teresa 
Mays and the PEP Coalition are explor¬ 
ing the possibility of getting a grant to 
start a farmers’ market in the city. 

City Treasurer Terry Tipton said that 
revenues are at 94 percent so far for the 
fiscal year, and expenses stand at 87 
percent. 



One change for the St. Helens Post Office is the opening of “Village Post 
Office” next to Sue’s Pantry in St. Helens. The building will house postal 
boxes for customers who don’t choose home delivery to pick up their 
mail. Sue’s Pantry will also be selling stamps. The Village Post Office 
is due to open Saturday, May 19. 

Hours cut at some PO’s 


The U. S. Postal Service, after hear¬ 
ing complaints from citizens and politi¬ 
cians, has decided not to close many of 
its rural post offices, instead it is going to 
reduce their hours. 

In Lee and surrounding counties, the 
post offices affected are: Clayhole - from 
six to two hours; Lone - staying at two 
hours; Lost Creek - from eight to four 


hours; Mize - from four to two hours; 
Rogers - from eight to four hours; St. 
Helens - from eight to two hours; Vanc- 
leve - from eight to four hours; Vincent 
- from four to two hours; and, Zoe - from 
six to four hours. 

The Postal Service did not say when 
the changes would go into effect. 



Hinkle awarded paving 
contracts in Lee & Owsley 




J~1 inkle Construction has been 
awarded the paving contracts for two 
projects, one on Lee County and one in 
Owsley County. 

KY 52 East in Lee County will have 
3.85 miles resurfaced this year for a cost 


of $394,951. 

KY 28 in Owsley County will have 
$577,114 spent on resurfacing 5.63 
miles. 

Both projects are to be completed by 
November. 



Ambulance costs up, 


so it will take more to ride 


Tt’s going to cost more to ride in a 
Lee County ambulance. 

The Lee County Fiscal Court Monday 
approved a rate increase after Ambu¬ 
lance Service Director Joe Broadwell 
said that costs are increasing, and they 
must be covered. 

He said that new drugs and equipment 
are being installed in the ambulances that 
improve the care of patients. He said 
that Lee County has a 30-minute trip to 
a hospital, and other counties, such as 
Breathitt and Estill, do not. 

The cost will increase from $ 11 a mile 
to $12. 

The service gets most of its income 
from the government programs, Medic¬ 
aid and Medicare. 

Broadwell also announced that Assis¬ 
tant Director Rachel Reese has resigned 
from the service because of health issues. 
He commended her long service, as did 
the members of the court. 

The court agreed to hold a proposed 
use hearing on LGEA Fund and Road 
Fund monies. 

The county expects to get $499,000 in 
coal impact funds for the LEGA Fund. 
The vast majority of that goes toward 
the jail. 

Road Aid funds are expected to be 
$783,592. 

In other business during Monday 
afternoon’s regular monthly meeting, 
the court approved a two percent pay 
raise for all full and part time employees 
effective July 5. 

A two percent CPI adjustment was 
approved on the same date for the 
coroner, the county attorney and the 
magistrates. 

The sheriff’s 2011 fee settlement was 
approved. 


The county will serve as a flow¬ 
through agency for an Administrative 
Office of the Courts renovation proj¬ 
ect. 

Teresa Cole was hired as a part time 
jailer at $8 an hour. 

John McIntosh was hired as a full 
time, probationary equipment operator 
at $9 an hour. 

The court agreed to bid on two cruis¬ 
ers for the sheriff’s department. 

As of the end of April, the county 
had $660,136 in its General Fund; 
$53,597 in its Jail Fund; $126,797 in 
Solid Waste; $68,163 in its Ambulance 
Fund; $374,621 in its Road Fund; and, 
$177,441 in LGEA. 

The court approved a joint resolu¬ 
tion along with Owsley County for a 
$400,000 state grant for the purchase of 
a new building with a full-scale backup 
emergency generator to house the Lee 
County Health Department, and to also 
serve Owsley County. 

There was discussion of some county 
residents not being able to get broad¬ 
band service, even though a service is 
now being provided. The service uses 
antennas on top of towers, especially 
water towers. 

There was also discussion of a 
medical bill the county received for a 
jail inmate. 

Apparently the inmate had broken off 
needles in his arms when he was booked 
into jail. Infection set in, and he had to 
be transported to the Jackson hospital. 

The county was charged $27,000 for 
the treatment, which included surgery. 
The county protested to the hospital, and 
received a revised bill of $6,020. The 
court agreed to pay that. 


Arch Turner jailed 


XJreathitt County Schools Superin¬ 
tendent Arch Turner has resigned that 
position after being jailed last week for 
violation of bond requirements. 

Turner had been indicted by a federal 
grand jury earlier this year for alleged 
vote buying. 

He was out on bond when, according 
to court documents, he tried to have a 
fellow accused person work on getting 
their stories straight. 

In an order filed last Wednesday, U. S. 
Magistrate Judge Robert E. Wier revoked 
Turner’s bond and sent him to jail pend¬ 
ing his trial. 

According to the order, Turner made 
an “unsolicited appearance at the home 
of John L. Turner, where Arch Turner 
specifically discussed case strategy, 
including story alignment among defen¬ 
dants/witnesses. Then, John L. Turner, 
wired by authorities, met with Arch 
Turner, at the latter’s request and home. 
During the meeting, Arch Turner again 
discussed in detail case and testimonial 
specifics and encouraged John L. Turner 
to purchase an untraceable cell phone. 


The release conditions flatly bar contact 
by Arch Turner with any defendant in 
the same or a related case, and further 
categorically prohibit discussion of case 
specifics with any person (except through 
counsel).”

Motorist who refuse to 
wear their seat belts - beware. 
The 2012 national Click It or 
Ticket seat belt enforcement 
mobilization kicks off May 
20 to help save lives by crack¬ 
ing down on those who don’t 
buckle up. 

Beattyville Police De¬ 
partment and Lee County 
Sheriffs Department is join¬ 
ing with other state and local 
law enforcement officers and 
highway safety advocates 
across the country to help save 
more lives by strongly enforc¬ 
ing seat belt laws around the 
clock. 

“Too many drivers and 
passengers on the road at 
night are not wearing their seat 
belts, and it all too often ends 
in tragedy,” said Greg Bran¬ 
denburg. “Our goal is to save 
more lives, so the Beattyville 
Police Department and Lee 
County Sheriffs Department 
will be out enforcing seat belt 
laws - day and night. 

While seat belt use is at 
a record high of 84 percent 
nationwide, Kentucky lags 
behind with an 82 percent us¬ 


age rate. There were 721 total 
highway fatalities in Kentucky 
in 2011, with 576 killed in 
motor vehicles. Of those 576 
fatalities, 58.7 percent were 
not wearing a seat belt. 

Even through this year’s 
Click it or Ticket enforcement 
mobilization runs through Me¬ 
morial Day weekend, motor¬ 
ists should know that officers 
are out enforcing seat belt laws 
year-round. 

“Those who choose not 
to wear a seat belt will feel 
the heat from our officers who 
will be out cracking down on 
Click It or Ticket violators. 
Motorist should buckle up 
every time they go out, both 
day and night,” said Greg 
Brandenburg. “Our officers 
are prepared to ticket anyone 
not buckled up...no warning 
and no excuses. Click It or 
Ticket.”

Rogers Scholars—The 
Center’s flagship youth pro¬ 
gram—was built on a mission 
started by U.S. Congressman 
Harold “Hal” Rogers (KY-05) 
that “no young person should 
have to leave home to find his 
or her future.” 

Now in its 15 h year, the 
Rogers Scholars program is 
planned, coordinated, and 
supervised entirely by The 
Center and its staff.

Students apply for the Rog¬ 
ers Scholars program during 
their sophomore year and at¬ 
tend the summer prior to the 
start of their junior year. 

Since 1998, approximate¬ 
ly 806 high school students 
have graduated from Rogers 
Scholars.

The program, which is sup¬ 
ported solely through financial 
contributions, fundraising 
events, and program sponsors, 
is provided free of charge to 
participants and their fami¬ 
lies.
